another, each of the shafts having an internal bore and an external surface including a side portion, 
and performing shaft opening operation across the row of shafts to create at least one aperture in 
the external surface of the side portion of each shaft at a sufficient depth to establish 
communication with the bore of each shaft.

I 17. (Amended) A method according to Claim 25, wherein the machining operation 

comprises running a grinder across the row of shafts to grind a line of the apertures across the 
external surfaces of the shafts.

25. The method of Claim 16 wherein the shaft opening operation comprises a machining 
operation.

Claims 16-18 and 25 now appear in this application, with Claims 1 6 and 17 having been 
amended and Claim 25 having been added to more adequately cover applicants' invention.

The present amendment 
to the title is to the title of the application as filed and not as stated in the Filing Receipts.
